THE JJEXT APPORTIONMENT. 


Tbe New York PKM recently poblUhed 


the opinions of a number of prominent 
pnblio men in relation to the new appor- 
tionment to be made on the population 
returns of 1890. 
These expressions are 


particularly interesting as showing how 
widely apart are the Legislators who will 
have to determine this matte: of apportion- 
ment. 
For eiample, one Congressman 


thinks the Hons» of Representatites should 
be reduced to one hundred and fifty mem- 
bers, while another thinks it should be in- 
creased to four hundred and thirty. These, 
however, are the extremes, the general 
opinion being favorable to an increase of 
tbe ratio of representation so as to lessen 
rather than increase tbe number of Con- 
gressmen. 
The probability is that the 


new' apportionment will be made with 
reference to keeping the House numerically 
at what it will be when the Representatives 
of the new States are seated—that is, three 
hundred and thirty. 
In order to do this 


the apportionment will have to be about 
one hundred and ninety tbouaaad to the 
CoDgreaaional district, assuming that the 
estimate of siity-five million of population 
will be verified by the census. 


There are strong reasons against increas- 


ing the number of members of tbe House, 
and the only reason in lavor of an increase 
that his any force is, that a constituency 
cf nearly two hundred thousand is greater 
than lean be properly cared for by one 
Representative. It must be conceded that 
this is a weighty reason, particularly when 
the constituencies are great financial and 
commercial communities, bat such con- 
stituencies would simply have to be care- 
ful to send to Congress only men of first 
rate ability. 
If it should happen as a re- 


sult of increasing the ratio of representa- 
tion that the country should get a better 
class of legislators—fewer mere politicians 
and more men of practical wisdom in Con- 
gress—it would be tbe best possible justi- 
fication ot the increase, and it is quite 
probable that snob, would be the result. At 
aay ts\U, tbe House, with its present num- 
ber of members, is nnwieldly, and an ad- 
dition to its membership wonld certainly 
increase the difficulty of managing it, and 
perhaps render greater the danger of ill- 
advised legislation. Every member of Con- 
gress feels called upon to figure as tbe 
author of legislation, and as every Con- 
gress is compelled to waste much valuable 
time in 
giving attention to proposed 


measures which never get beyond the com- 
mittee rooms, an increase ot the member- 
ship ot the bouse wonld necessarily result 
in a greater waste ot time from attention 
given to worthless measures. 
I> there 


could be any assurance that increasing the 
number of Congressmen wonld improve 
tbe character of legislation there would be 
a universal demand for inch increase, but 
espetience does not warrant an assumption 
that it wonld have that effect. 
Every 


practical consideration is against increas- 
ing the membership of the House.
